Lynn D. Compton, the chief 
re nrosecutor, told the court: “I

Compton also said there is nt 
evidence of a conspiracy in the 
Kennedy killing. The senator 
from New York was shot early 
June 5 just after he had pro- 
claimed victory in California’s 
Democratic presidential pri- 
mary. 

Compton predicted the case 
[will take two to three months to 
try.
